Dr. Noel began a careful investigation 
around his home, at Lyons. Birch, elm 
and willow trees predominated. He 
tested the sap from thousands of these 
trees and m a score of -specimens found 
cancerous germs 
A clog, inoculated 


with these, in a few days showed'every 
symptom of cancer.

that the percentage of deaths from 
cancer is much greater among persons 
whose business it is to handle wood 
and vegetation than those employed in

All the Female Pupple* Are to Bo

One of the suggestions announced for j 


the protection of the seals in northern 
vs atei s, which appears to be entirely 
practicable, is that proposed by Pres 
ident Jordan, of the Leland Stanford, 
Jr., university, of California, who advo- 
cates that the government brand all 
female seals found in our waters, thu^ 
destroying the skin for commercial pur- 
poses, and, consequently, offering no in- 
ducement to the sealer to kill such 
branded animals. 


President Jordan has just returned 


from the PribylofE islands with the 
news that the revenue cutter Hush has 
inaugurated* the scheme. The branding1 
is effected by means or an electrical de- 
vice, which is both convenient and ef- 
fective 
Dr. Jordan says, in regard io 


this branding process, that it is per- 
fectly feasible to brand seals, and that 
the brand will icmain permanently, as 
it does on a horse 01 cou. One man can 
brand female seal pups at the rate of 
1,000 
a day, 


The brand \vill grow with the outer 


growth of the animal 
The outer, or 


water hair, ^ill hide it to some extent, 
but the part of the skin on -union it ap- 
pears is permanently spoiled for the 
furrier's purpose, as, in the course of 
preparation for market, all the longer 
or water hair is removed. The adult 
seals can also be branded without in- 
jury, but they are not so easily handled.

TRAVELING RAILROAD SCHOOL. 


Its Purpose Is ;to Teiicli Engineers to 


% Properly Vac the Air Brake. 


A traveling sclioolhouseusone of the 


curiosities of modern railroading. .It is 
a queer schoolhousc, and it cost $10,000 
to build. It is filled with. levers, • air 
chambers, cylinders, whistles, gauges, 
valves, cords and pipes, and at one end 
is an upright steam boiler and air 
pump, used in compressing the air with 
which the apparatus is operated. 


No children attend this school. Many 


of the pupils-are grizzle;!, grimy veter- 
ans, who have been 
railroading for 


years. Others arc younger men, and 
there -is a sprinkling- of.toys from 10 
years old up. They are tauffht by a reg: 
ular professor, a graduate of a me: 
ohanical college. His pupils have no 
books. They .'listen while he talks and 
watch while'he demonstrates the work- 
ings of the air brake: Hi." classes are 
usually held from nine till eleven o'clock 
in the morning and from sc^en till nine 
o'clock at night, so that he can have for 
pupils the railroad men -uio have re- 
cently come in off their runs. 


The air brake is the one subject 


taught. From 15 to 25 pupils will 
crowd into the small space on the side 
of the middle of the room not occupied 
by apparatus. The professor is usually 
in his shirt sleeves and bareheaded, for 
the atmosphere in the room is always 
from 90 to 110 degrees, made so by the 
-steam boiler. The professor has only 
one Hook, and while he is delivering his 
lectures and talking about the possibili- 
ties as well as the troubles of the air 
brake he keeps this book in the hip 
pocket of his trousers. After his lec- 
ture is over he takes it out, and it is then 
found to be only a small blank book. 
In this he writes |hc names of the mem- 
bers of the class before him.. He wiP._ 
then question the pupils, and jots down 
opposite each name the percentage of 
correct answers given. Any who fall
